But one couple so far have had any 
doubt cast on the absolute fastness of 
their matrimony ties. This couple came 
to Colonel Lynes last Saturday and 
asked him to marry them. He did so, 
believing that the law of the new 
court gave him such a right.

Xmas Here Again; 


Greeks of Atlanta 
W ill Observe Day 


Services Began Hour After 
Midnight — New Year’s 
Will Be Day of Feasting 
and Gift Exchanging. 


How many people in Atlanta know 
that today as well as the day we cele- 
brated two weeks ago is also Christ- 
Christmas day! Well, not 
for us, but for nearly two hundred 
millions of the human race and for 
nearly two thousand of the residents 
of Atlanta, it is, indeed, Christmas 


day. 

It is the day celebrated by the Greek 
church and by all who still follow the 
calendar of Julius Caesar instead of 
that of Pope Gregory as the very day 
on which Christ was born. 

The celebration in Atlanta began 
early this morning by a religious cere- 
mony in the Greek church, Central 
avenue and Garnett street. The serv- 
ices were conducted by the Rev. De- 
metrius Petrides, who is pastor of the 
local Greek church. 

They began at 1 o'clock and lasted 
until 4 o’clock this morning. This hour 
is selected because it is a tradition in 
the Greek church that it is the identi- 
cal hour in which Christ was born. 

How the Day Is Kept. 

“Christmas is not celebrated with 
us as it is with you,” said a prominent 
Atlanta Greek last night, “as a day of 
festivity and of exchange of presents. 
It is with us purely a religious holiday 
and is taken very seriously. It is true 
we have good dinners at which we en- 
tertain our friends, but the fireworks 
and the noise and riot that sometimes 
accompany your celebration of Christ- 
mas would shock our ideas of the 
sacredness of the day, the day on 
which Christ was born. It is a day 
which most Greeks in the old country 
spend in the retirement of their homes, 
in solemn contemplation, after the re- 
ligious services of the early morning 
hours are concluded. 

“New Year’s day, which comes a 
week later, is with us the day of fes- 
tivity, of exchange of presents and of 
general abandonment to the spirit of 
the hour.” 

The services which were held early 
this morning are the only religious 
exercises with which the Greeks will 
celebrate the day.

“Prepare for war in times of peace is 
the policy of this nation,” he shouted. 
“It should be your policy if you wish 
to break from the oppression, from 
the fetters of this era of new slavery.”

STRIPES V. THE GUN. 

The strong charge of Judge Ben W. Hill, 
to the Fulton county grand jury agasainst 
pistol-ttoting, the announced firmness of 
Recorder Broyles and similar indications 
from the judiciary all over Georgia indicate 
that the year 1914 will be a hard one for 
tie gunman. Added evidence in that direc- 
tion is the recent action of Judge Robert 
L. Hodges, of .Macon, in withholding the 
aiternative of fine for pistol-toting. 

His sentence was a straight year’s sen- 
tence on the chaingang. “I find,’ said the 
judge, “that if I impose a fine, they dig up 
the ricney from some source. The lesson 
of respect for law is not impressed upon 
them as it is by a term on the public works. 
Henceforth I shall try to make it a uniform 
policy to suspend the alternative of a fine. 
Pistol-toting is growing to menacing pro- 
portions. It must go.” 

Judge Hodge's reascning is correct. A 
fine has little deterrent effect on the average 
pistol-toter. By hook or by crook he gen- 
erally manages to scrape up the money, 
mingle again in society, and the chances are 
he will repeat his offense at the first oppor- 
tunity or provocation. If a jail sentence is

imposed the influence is much more salu- 
tary. Deprivation of liberty means 4 great 
deal to the humblest as well as the most 
pretentious of citizens. Imprisonment and 
discipline are great tamers of wild and reck- 
less spirits. 

The man not an officer of the law who 
carries @ weapon puts himself upon a plane 
with the savage. He should be treated as 
such. He is an enemy of society, prepared 
at slight notice to take life and visit suffer- 
Then, when he is 
haled to the bar of justice, conceding he is 
apprehended, he has many chances of es- 
cape through the loopholes that legal techni- 
calities provide the accused lawbreaker. 

As a matter of strict accuracy, we will 
never wholly succeed in our war against the 
pistol-toter until the measure, recently intro- 
duced in congress by Congressman Ilrank 
Park of Georgia, becomes an_ actuality. 
Congressman Park would so amend the fed- 
eral constitution as to authorize the states 
to prescribé the manner in which arms 
shall be borne, instead of leaving the issue, 
as now. a wide and lax.constitutional quan- 
dary. The day the states are given the 
power thus to regulate their policing will 
mark the beginning of the end of the pistol- 
toter, for not one state in the union but is 
anxious to find some effective lever against 
this particular foe to the community. 

In the meantime, determined policies 
such as that of Judge Hodges will be of ma- 
terial aid in abating the peril. It would be 
an excellent plan if, in every instance of 
pistol-toting, the alternative of a fine were 
revoked and the limit given in stripes. 


THE SCHOOL SITUATION. 

In his annual message to council Mayor 
Woodward suggests it would be well to 
refer the solution of Atlanta’s high school 
problem to a commission of twelve repre- 
sentative citizens in an advisory capacity. 
His plan is to have such a commission in- 
vestigate and report upon the best plan 
for the imperative enlargement of the city’s 
high school facilities.

Efficient Housekeeping

FRENCH FRIED POTATOES. 


Of all our vegetables none are so well 
known as potatoes, yet I frequently am 
asked for some other ways to “fix” them 
besides boiling or bak- 
ing them. Because of 
the frequency of these 
queries I have come to 
believe that there are 
many tables where this 
friendly, adaptable tu- 
ber is never served in 
any other form. 

There is a -knack 
about boiling potatoes, 
simple as this form of 
cooking is, that fre- 
quently is ignored. 
Rightly done, potatoes 
should be mealy, white- 
and full of sweet fla- 
vor. This time of year 
two waters are re- 
quired. Peel the pota- 
toes and put them, 
first, into boiling un- 
salted water and cook 
rapidly tem minutes. 
Drain off this water, 
colored and with strong 
odor, refill the kettle with fresh bolling 
water, add salt an” finish cooking. As 
soon as the potatoes can be pierced with 
a fork drain again and serve. If they must 
stand a few minutes before going to the 
table, keep them covered with a napkin. 
Cooked in this way every one of the potatoes 
will be like\a white little hot snow ball. 

The best’ potato dishes are made from 
cold boiled potatoes—escalloped potatoes for 
Butter a pudding dish and fil 
of sliced, cold boiled 
butter. Dredge

French Fried Potatoes: Cut the potatoes 
in long slices about half an inch thick, dry 
slices on a cloth and fry in hot lard A 
pound of lard will frv potatoes for six per- 
sons ihree times, as it may be used again 
and again. 

Potato Puff: Mash the boiled potatoes 
and ‘season with cream, salt and white pep- 
per, beat the seasoning in well and when 
mixed stir in the yolk of an egg, beat again 
until the potatoes are and light. 
Turn into a _ buttered brown in 


creamy 
dish and 
the oven. 

Lenox potatoes are a great improvement 
over creamed potatoes. To be really “Lenox” 
style the potatoes must be baked, then cut 
in dice and cooked in an iron spider. To 
the diced potatoes add one cup of chopped 
ham and three small pimentos cut in little 
bits. Season with salt and pepper. Heat 
the iron frying pan and try out three slices 
of bacon in it. There will be almost a half 
cup bacon fat from this. Remove the 
meat and turn in the potatoes. Toss them 
until they are evenly browned. Dredge 
lightly with flour and pour on a cup anda 
half of rich milk. Cook until the milk and 
the flour thicken. Turn them into a tureen 
and sprinkle them with minced parsley.

In the original draft of the bill as it 
passed the house tenants were required to 
make deduction from rent paid, on behalf 
of landlords, who in most cases would na- 
turally be the more responsible parties. This 
was amended in conference to provide that 
no deduction shall be made except where 
the rent paid was in excess of $3,900 a vear, 
and is paid to individual landlords. In no 
case is any deduction to be made where 
the rent is paid to a corporation. By the 
treasury regulations trustees have been 
placed on the same footing as corporations 
in this respect, so that no deduction need 
now be made from rent paid to a trustee. 
In a similar manner trustees have been 
placed on a footing with corporations in the 
receipt, of interest on bond coupons, 
and therefore no reduction need be made at 
the source in respect to any payments made 
to trustees. In many cases, however, the 
use of such permission would work to the 
disadvantage of the beneficial owner of a 
bond, for the reason that where the so-call- 
ed “tax-free” covenants exist in the bonds, 
the corporation would be relieved ‘from its 
obligation fo assume the tax and the burden 
would fall on the wards or the trustee, un- 
less the proper one of three possible forms 
provided be used. °

The “Book of Job’ will be staged by the 
University of Wisconsin Dramatic society 
this season.

TRIAL OF AARON BURR.

The life of Aaron Burr presents one of 
the most interesting character studies of 
any person who has “gured prominently in 
the history of our country. In the truest 
sense Aaron Burr was well born, and in 
spite of his many shortcomings, chief of 
which was fanatical ambition, which 
finally led him to flee his country and .even- 
tually die a forsaken and disgraced man, he 
possessed many admirable qualities. 

As a statesman he one of the most 
distinguished of his period. His first great 
misfortune came when as vice president of 
the United States. he. fought his duel with 
Alexander Hamilton. and killed him... The 
against Burr knew no bounds.

he took refuge in the home of his daughter, 
but eventually went to Washington and 
completed his term as vice president.

Burr turned attention to the great 
west at the expiration of-his term of office, 
and there he was destined to add one more 
political crime to his corrupt career as a 
public man. Here he hoped to erect a new 
empire with himself at its head. But his in- 
trigue was discovered in time. The frus- 
tration of Burr’s scheme was largely due to 
the revelations made by General Wilkinson, 
in whom Burr had confided as far as to 
communicate quite fully the character of his 
expedition. 

Government spies had for some time been 
on Burr's track, and, in view of his sup- 
posed design to attempt a separation of the 
western states from the federal union, the 
Sovernor of Ohio was appealed to, and he 
sent an expedition to trv overtake Burr 
and his deluded followers they passed 
down the Ohio and rivers. 3ut 
they almost had reached New Orleans be- 
they were apprehended.

It was one of the most 
memorabie occasions in the history 
of human governments. District Attorney 
Hay and the renowned William Wirt appear- 
ed for the prosecution, while those who ap- 
peared for the defendant were Luther Mar- 
tin, Edmund Randolph, John Wickham, Ben- 
jamin Botts and, rivaling all the rest, Burr 
himself. 

On the jury were such men as John Ran- 
dolph and Littleton W. Tazewell, and among 
the Spectators were Commodore Truxton, 
Generals Eaton and Jackson, Washington 
Irving, Winfield Scott, William B. Giles and 
John Taylor. Burr was, of course, the cen- 
tral figure .in this master scene. The trial 
lasted more than three weeks in midsummer, 
during which the legal exertions and foren- 
sic talent and power displayed on both sides 
were indeed prodigious., The jury returned 
a verdict “that Aaron Burr is not proved to 
be guilty, under the indictment, by any evi- 
dence submitted.to us, we, therefore, find 
him not guilty.” The prosecution failed and 
broke down in legal proofs, and conse- 
quently the indictment against the other 
conspirators were never pursued. 

Blennerhassett, who was Burr's chief con- 
federate and an Irishman of considerable 
means, found himself stripped of his pos- 
sessions, because of his having emberked in 
this calamitous expedition. He went to Eng- 
land in quest of an appointmant to office, 
and to Ireland to look after some reversion- 
ary claims, but, unsuccessful in both cases, 
and -bankrupt and broken-hearted, he re- 
moved to the isle of Gurnsey and there died 
in 1891. 

Burr, witheut friends and fortune, also 
became an exile in Europe, where he lived 
in extreme penury and was everywhere shun- 
ned as a felon and an o\tlaw. He was per- 
emptorily ordered by the government of 
England to quit that realm, being regarded 
a spy, and, on going to France, was there 
kept under the closest police survelliance. 
Returning after years of this kind of 
life to his native land, he resumed the pro- 
fession of law, but the ban of society rested 
upon him, and he was, as he himself express- 
ed it, severed from the rest of mankind. 

Of Burr's guilt in the conspiracy few had 

doubt but the outcome of the trial was 
largely in the hands of Marshall, and his 
rulings were generally favorable to Burr. 
Jefferson was deeply disappointed in the re- 
sult. He believed that Marshall had brought 
the termination of the trial about from pure 
dislike for himself. It is a strange fact that 
these two great Virginians, whose memory 
America still delights to honor, were ever 
suspicions of each other, and neither ever 
valued the other at his real worth.

WANTS IMPROVEMENT 
IN CHILD LABOR LAWS 


Secretary A. J. McKelway 
Says Georgia’s Laws Are 
Weakest in Country. 


A. J. MeKelway, secretary for the 
southern states on the national child 
labor committee at Washington, is 
and will be

“The law in Georgia in regard to 
child labor is, I am sorry to say, the 
poorest one in the country,” said Mr. 
McKelway. 

“It probably has also the weakest 
methods for the enforcement of this 
law. The Georgia law was passed in 
1906, and, while practically every oth- 
er state has made much progress along 
this line since then, there has been ab- 
solutely nothing done in Georgia. This 
law has the 12-year-age limit, for the 
workable age of children, except in 
cases where the children are orphans 
or are of dependent parents, where the 
limit is put at 10 years, with an 
eleven-hour. day. 

" the other states, two—South 
Carolina and Alabama—have a straight 
12-year limit. North Carolina has a 
18-year minimum, and the rest all have 
a 14-year minimum. Not another 
state has the 10-year clause. Besides 
this, the Georgia law applies only to 
factories. What we want to do is to 
make 14 years the minimum age at 
which a child may work in Georgia, 
and make it applicable to all forms of 
employment, particularly department 
stores. 

“It is also worthy 
children of the cotton factory class 
are four times as illiterate as the 
other white children in the state. We 
ought to have a compulsory education 
law, and then, with a proper child 
labor law, we would be able to see that 
every child received the education it 
should have.”

Light of Modern French Drama 


In his second lecture on the French 
drama M. Benedict Papot took hold of 
his subject vesterday with direct en- 
thusiasm, calling Paul Hervieu one of 
the shining lights of modern French 
drama... He was more essentially the 
dramatist than the sociologist, which 
could not be said of Eugene Brieux, 
the subject of M. Papot’s lecture Mon- 
day. 

Man, the human being, as he is, and 
woman, the human being, as she is, 
form the theme of the classic works 
of Mr. Hervieu as Mr. Papot sees his 
plays. Realistic, therefore, they are in 
their dealing with human life as it 
expresses itself, rather than as people 
Want to see it pictured and expréssed. 

Will Not Succeed Here. 

The Hervieu plays will not be a “go” 
in America, the lecturer prophesied, 
because they are too sober, too clear 
and logical, too oppressive, too true. 

The first play touched upon was 
“Words Remain,” not a masterpicce, 
because it has a national element in it. 
For a play to be a masterpiece, it was 
explained, it must have no country, no 
time, but must fit life in any country, 
anv time. “Against the Law” was an- 
other interesting play discussed. 

“sane Torch,” Hervieu’s greatest 
play, striking a universal note-and one 
that teaches, has been written twen- 
tv-five years ahead of time, as was 
proven by its indifferent reception in 
Franee and its failure in America. M. 
Papot here demonstrated his power of

dramatic interpretation when he brief- 
y, but with on loss to the message of 
the play, drove in its meaning upon 
his audience and deeply impressed it 
on their minds. 

“The Egnima”’” was the next play 
mentioned teaching another lesson and 
showing life as it is not idealized.

The last drama mentioned, “Baga- 
telle,”’ presents the most beautiful pic- 
ture of woman in French drama, 
teaching a moral lesson strong—direct, 
but rich in brilliancy of wit, subtle 
irony and great art. The situations 
in the drama M. Papot stressed were 
carried and sustained to the very end 
in activity and intense realism.

Reports of Improved Spot} 
Demand Also Contributed 
to the Advance—Market 
Closed Steady.

New York, January 6.—The cotton 
market was higher today on covering 
of shorts and some trade buying of the 
near months, accompanied by reports 
of an improved spot demand and fru- 
mors that hedges were being covered 
nere against sales to exporters in the 


south. The close was steaay and from 
“ to 12 points above the final figures 
of yesterday. 

Overnight selling orders seemed re- 
sponsible for some opening irregular- 
ity, which may also have been pro- 
moted by the rather conflicting char- 
acter of the early news. Liverpool was 
a shade under expectations, based on 
the New York close of Monday, and 
it was reported that Bombay mer- 
hants were considering a proposition 
to withdraw from the Lancashire mar- 
ket for a period of four months owing 
to a congestion of goods in India. 

Karly sentiment may also have been 
ufifavorably influenced, to some ex- 
tent, by reports that a emall Missis- 
sippi bank had suspended payment, but 
overnight advices from the.south re- 
ported a steady spot situation, and 
there was evidently a disposition to 
cover short cotton in advance of the 
census report expected at the opening 
on Friday morning. 

Farly offerings were soon absorbed 
and the market turned firmer, with 
active months selling about 11-to 13 
points net higher and closing within a 
point or two of the best. Houses with 
New Orleans and Memphis connections 
were good buyers on the advance, 
while there was also a considerable de- 
mand from Wall street and _41local 
sources, supposed to be mostly in the 
way of covering shorts. 

The southern buying attracted more 
attention, owing to private wires from 
several points claiming a better spot 
demand, and there was a report from 
Memphis that 25,000 bales had been 
booked for export from that market, 
reflecting recent purchases.
